I HAVE never been lost in the woods, but my readings of those who have, 
* 
convince me th a t there are few experiences more terrible. I often feel 
lost, however, in the biggest of cities, with thousands all about me. 
Also, I often feel last in myself. 
If you ever visit th a t lovely Bok 
Tower near Lake Wales, in Florida, you m ust take note of a little line in 
th a t garden sanctuary which is printed on a simple slab therein. It was 
w ritten by John Burroughs, the great and lovable naturalist, and here it 
is: “I come here often to forget myself. It is so easy to get lost In the 
world.” 
President Wilson wrote a lovely little book, called “W hen a M an Comes 
to Himself." Ifs about a m an being rather lost, and suddenly finding him ­ 
self. Some men never find themselves. Some never realize th a t they are 
in a big world with so m uch to do—so much th at they can do. They w an­ 
der from pillar to post—lost.

W hat an experience of joy the dumb dog expresses to its m aster after 
having strayed away—lost! 
Recently I noted such a dog in the streets of 
the town where I live.

I t had 
lost its m aster—and without him, he too was lost. I have always hoped 
th a t he finally found the one he loved, for he was soon lost to my view 
in the thick traffic and turm oil of the city’s confusion.

Usually, when a m an becomes lost in the forest, for instance, lie

An hour and a half after the 
blaze started at 6 30 p rn., the 187- 
foot copper dome crashed into the 
inferno and sent out showers of 
sparks which threatened to Ignite 
the roofs of W illlamette university 
buildings and residences across the 
street. 
Late Thursday night, however, the 
danger to these buildings apparent­ 
ly was passed as all of Salem's fire 
fighting equipm ent and three pieces 
of apparatus from Portland, fifty 
miles away, concentrated efforts on 
the capitol. 
Damage More Than Million 
Unofficial estim ates of the dam ­ 
age ranged up to $1,500,000. Few of 
the expensive

6:30 o’clock by Henry Weslowski, 
janitor, who turned in the alarm.
